The British Delegation has sent a 
Memorandum to the Supreme Council in 
Paris, mentioning that certain CGerman 
merchant ships, which were transferred to 
Dutch companies in the year 1915-1916. 
have not yet been handed over to 
Allies in eccordance with the terms of. the 
Armistice Convention. The 
emphasises the evasive tactics of the Ger-

The Lett reports announce the repulse 
ot a German attack on the fortress of Ust 
Dvinsk, near Riga, on Saturday night, as 
well as the repulse of several attacks near 
Friedrichstadt, sixty versts from Riga.

Addressing the London Liberal Federa- 
tion last night, Mr. Asquith described 
the present Parliament as an orchestra 
or medley of instruments, wood, wind, 
and sounding brass, lacking concerted 
tune and a settled conductor.

The Government and Agriculture. 


The cultivators who listened to Mr. 
Lloyd George at the Caxton Hall yester- 
day expected great things. They were 
disappointed. The Premier was en- 
couraging, but vague. The inducements 
which he held out to the farmers lack 
precision, and there are several important 
matters on which more definite informa- 
tion would have been welcomed. Mr. 
Lloyd George recognises that agriculture 
is our greatest industry, and that a “real 
partnership ' between it and the State is 
essential to a prosperous future. We can 
produce £150,000,000 worth of food which 
at present we are forced to import, 
but real encouragement must be given 
to the farmers. The necessity of im- 
porting food is one of the heaviest 
shackles that bind our economic being. 
We are unable to pay for food in exports. 
Therefore, we are forced to borrow; the 
value of the £ falls, and prices increase 
all round. Before the war Britain im- 
ported 60 per cent. of her grain; now she 
imports 40 per cent. In 1917 she increased 
her production by 1,750,000 acres, but, if 
she is to enjoy any measure of economic 
independence, this substantial increase 
must, be largely extended. Her aim 
should be to produce all the grain 
which she consumes. The Corn Prfo- 
duction Act kept the price of the 
loaf. at a reasonable figure; it gave 
security to the farmer; it enabled the 
labourer raise his industrial status; 
and it stimulated the employment of 
labour-saving machinery. Furthermore, 
it cost the State nothing. The Prime 
Minister, however, recognises that this 
Act does: not go far enough, Further 
measures must be brought into force 
before the farmer will find himself in a

We print to-day a summary of a report 
which has been compiled by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on Ireland's trade in 
1917. The delay in its publication has

made last year when an Order was 
issued requiring shipowners to furnish 
accurate information concerning the trans- 
port of certain specified articles. The 
report: for 1917 reflects the extraordinary 
prosperity which the war brought to Ire 
land, During the first three years of the 
war the value of our trade increased from 
£151,305,784 to £255,184.130. Of this 
huge total exports represented £134,562,448 
and imports £120,621,682. The increases, 
however, were not due to greater volume 
of trade; they were the result of the en- 
hanced prices which our produce brought 
in the English markets. There was, in 
fact, a serious shrinkage in the volume of 
trade. This is proved conclusively by the 
tables in the report. The prices for 1904 
are taken as a “ flat rate,” atid, calculated 
on this basis, the values of the exports 
for 1914 and 1917 are shown as £60,567,000 
and £57,182,000 respectively. The most 
encouraging feature of the return is that, 
except in 1915, the value of our imports 
kept consistently below the value of our 
exports during the war period. For the 
ten years before 1914 the reverse was the 
case. Comparing the year 1917 with the 
year 1904, we find that the value of imports 
increased by 117.9 per cent., while the 
value of exports advanced by not less than 
170.3 per cent. When the volume of trade 
is méasured, however, we find that im- 
ports decreased 9.4 per cent., and that the 
real increase in exports was only 14.9 per 
cent. Perhaps, the most disconcerting fact 
révealed by the report is the extent to 
which we depend upon imported supplies 
of farm produce, food, and drink stuffs. 
In the year under review these commodi- 
ties represented 34 per cent-~of our total 
imports. On the other hand, they also re- 
presented 53 percent. of our exports. 
Nearly all our exports in this connection 
went to supply the English markets. It 
is interesting to compare America’s exports 
of ‘these commodities to Great Britain. with 
our own.

The Prime Minister enters to-morrow 
upon the most critical phase of his fortanes. 
In his early Ministerial career he was 
supported by a large and homogeneous 
which carried him over many 
dangerous situations. As Prime Minister 
during the war he was upheld by the rapid 
onrush of events, just as an aeroplane owes 
its stability to its speed. But things are 
very different now. His nominal majority 
inthe House of Commons is large, but it is 
not homogeneous, and comparatively few 
of its components owe him any direct 
allegiance, He has a few personal friends, 
but draws most of his support from those 
who believe that he is the man to carry 
out their policy, and, as the views of the 
various sections of the Coalition are by no 
means identical—Ireland is only one of 
the cases in point—ke must sooner or later 
alienate the temporary affections of one 
section or the other. 

Then again the motive-power furnished 
by the war is almost spent. Members no 
longer feel the necessity of sinking their 
predilections and prejudices in order to 
present a united front to the common 
enemy. Almost the only feeling that now 
holds the Coalition together is an un- 
willingness to face the expense and un- 
certainty of another General Election. 
And even that would not be proof against 
the consciousness that the present Ad- 
ministration was doomed. Rusholme is

WOMEN IN CHURCH AFFAIRS. 


He referred to the admission of women to 
some share in the administration of Church 
affairs. The General Synod had not yet made 
up its mind on the subject, and it was not 
unnaturally slow to enter upon so marked a 
development of policy. Opinions would, of 
course, differ on the subject, but the whole 
trend of recent civil legislation had been in 
the direction of throwing representative offices 
open to women, while express provision wes 
made for the election of women in the tenta- 
tive constitutions for the Churches of England 
and of Wales now under discussion. He found 
it hard to think that the Church of Ireland 
would continue much longer to withhold from 
women the right to take their part, at Jeast in 
parochial affairs. Women had been church- 
wardens, members of vestries, and sole patrons 
of livings in the Church of England for many 
years; it was hard to see why they should not 


-be permitted to attend at Easter Vestries and 


be eligible as members of Sclect Vestries, as 
Parochial Nominators, and as Churchwardene. 
It could hardly be geid that the principle of 
representation was fully accepted in their 
Church, while half the leity was excluded from 
any direct voice in its government. Women 
could worship in their churches, they could sub- 
ecribe to their Church funds, they could even be 
collectors and parochial treasurers, but they 
were denied the smallest share in the adminis- 
tration of the funds to which they contributed. 
There were many women, just as there were 
many men, who felt no desire to take any part 
in the transaction of parochial business, but on 
the other hand there were many women who 
wished to take their part, end were capable 
of doing so with advantage. He hoped that the 
Church would not Kindle resentment in the 
hearts of such avomen by persistently denying 
to them the privilege they not unreasonably 
sought.

THE CHURCH AND ALTERED 

CONDITIONS, .- 
Í The Synod of the Diocese of Clonfert and 

Kilmacduagh met in the Pafochial Hall, 
Ballinasioe, yesterday, the Bishop in the chair. 
‘Previous to the meeting of the Synod Holy 
Communion was celebrated in St. John's 
Church. - 

The Synod having been opened with prayer 
and the reading ‘of Scripture, the roll ofthe 
qualified clergy and synodsmen was called. 

The President said that during the last few 
days their diocese had sustained a grievous loss 
by the removal from amongst them of Viscount 
Gough. He inherited an*illustrious name, and 
he was himself true to the traditions of his 
family, No one could hate been brought in 
contact with him without realising that he was 
animated by high ideals. They could find no 
more suitable motto for his life than that which 
was suggested by the words, of the prophet: 
“What doth the Lord require of thee but to 
do justly, and to love mercy and to walk 
humbly with thy God?” 

On the motion of Lord Clonbrock, seconded 
by Sir William Mahon, a resolution of regret 
at the death of Viscount Gough was passed in 
silence. 
PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Addressing the Synod, the President: said 
that it would be of interest to the members to 
learn that, in response to a request contained 
in a letter from the Dean, the Representative 
Body had withdrawn the £300 lmt in the 
allocation of poor parish grants. Henceforward 
each Diocesan Council would be free to allocate 
those grants to every, parish in the diocese 
requiring that help. Circumstances had changed 
since Disestablishment, and they needed to 
adapt their organisation to suit altered condi- 
tions. He believed that they were gradually 
awakening to the realisation of the need for 
many adjustments in the arrangements made 
nearly fifty years ago. He instanced the revi 
sion of the Prayer Book, and went on to say 
that they wanted shorter, brighter, and more 
varied services. (Hear, hear.) They wanted 
prayers and collects expressed in language 
which would appeal to the ordinary worshipper. 
They wanted lessons, especially lessons from the 
Old Testament, selected, so that they might 
convey thoughis of real help and gtidance to 
the men and women of to-day. They wanted 
to make their Services less formal, more real, 
and more helpful to those who joined in them. 

AMALGAMATION OF DIOCESES. 

His Lordship went on to say that the con 
servative instinct made itself very apparent 
|in matters ecclesiastical, but conservationism 
| was a very real evil when it meant clinging 
to what had become out of date. For instance, 
diocese boundaries were mapped out when the 
centres of population were utterly different 
from that which they were to-day, and when 
transport from one place to another was 
effected by utterly different methods. They had 
done something to remedy the inconveniences 
resulting from the rigid maintenance oi 
ancient. boundaries, but a great deal more of 
such readjustment of dioceses was needed. If, 
as had been suggested, dioceses were mapped 
out in view of the course of the railway lines 
time would be saved, and there could be far 
more of brotherly intercourse, both of clergy 
and laity, than the present antiquated arrange- 
ments rendered possible. it was not only iu 
the interest of convenience that such altera- 
tions ought to be carried out, for there would 
be a large saving of expenditure.. With their 
sadly diminished numbers, it was manifest that 
a reduction in the number of bishoprics could 
be brought about without impsiring the work- 
ing of the Church. He poinied out that Clon- 
fert was nearer to Tuam than to Killaloe. 
Joined to Tuam, it would”only raise the number 
of clergymen in the union of dioceses to.

| puceess which has *imce attended the industry 
i has more than justified the opinion he then 
| formed. The notable distinction gained wy the 
|company at the Royal Agricultural Seciety’s 
Íghow at Gloucester in 1909 gave the new in- 
‘dustry a great fillip..Here Mr. Grew had to 
| compete with all the cider-making districts of 
England, and beat them on their own ground. 
There were 195 exhibits, and the County Armagh 
cider, which carried off first and second prize, 
Í was pronounced by those capable of judging as 
'm rare liquor, with life and *parkle, absolutely 
| free from adulteration, and the best of nature's 
health tonies. County Armagh cider also took 
leading honours at exhibitions held in Dublin, 
Galway, and Cardiff. Much interest centred in 
the working of a new powerful hydraulic press, 
by means of which the juice is extracted from 
the apples, and in the other modern machinery 
and labour-saving devices recently introducer, 
One point may be alluded to in regard to the 
manufacturing, and that is the absolute stan- 
dard of purity guaranteed by the pi ocesses em- 
ployed.

DUBLIN HOUSING FINANCE. 


A report of the Corporation Housing Com- 
mittee on the Marino Housing Scheme has 
been drawn up by tha Joint Secretaries, Mr. 
P. Tobin and Mr. Eyre. With reference to 
this scheme, the City Treasurer, in his financial 
atatement, shows that, the total annual ont- 
goings amount to £47,608 6s. 8d., as against 
an annual income of £11,583, eo that the deficit 
on the third year’s working of the scheme is 
£36,025 6s. 64. Government subsidy at the 
rate of 27s. 6d. per 20s. rent actually received 
would amount to £15,927, leaving £20,098 6s. 
64., as a charge upon the rates. During the 
first and second year’s currency of the loan 
interest amounting to £29,708 will be payable, 
and, as it is probable that rents will be 
received during that period, this sum would 
be a charge on the rates. ' By fixing the rents 
at 126. 6d., 10s., and Ta. 6d. for the five. 
roomed, four-roomed, and three-roomed houses | 
respectively, the deficit (after taking into 
account rnment subsidy) would ro- 
duecd by £6,877 8, 14.”

a basis for discussions. on housi 
formation, as definite as 
under the following heads :— 

(1) The legal authority under the English 
and the Irish Housing Acts for readjusting the 
contributions, at first on, from the 
tenant, State, and local authority. 

(2) The standard of housé or houses required 
(number of rooms, etc.) under the Irish 
Housing Act. 

(3) The entire average detailed cost of build- 
ing these different classes of houses in Ireland, 
with the economic rent required for each class. 

(4) The rent which different classes of 
workers in Ireland are prepared to pay for 
such houses. 

The whole question must be treated from the 
average point of view of the whole country, 
and not from the point of view of a particular 
urban or . county ugh authority. 

Might I suggest that Mr. Daweon, Tipperary, 
who has euch a clear grasp of the whole 
problem, should obtain the required reports 
from the different sections of the Association of 
Municipal Officere? The Royal Institute of the 
Architects of Ireland, who are now being 
brought into eloser touch with the working of 
the various housing schemes, could give valu- 
able assistance in this respect. 

Mr. Dawson, in his letter of the llth inst., 
suggests a tenant rent of 46. per week, and 
‘asks for a Government subsidy of £2 15s. for 
every £1 of rent collected. Even if this eub- 
sidy were granted, the tenant and State would 
together pay 4s. plus lle. or 15s. per week 
per house. Is there not, even under these 
conditions, eufficient risk to induce one to 


of ld. in the £1 valuation? In connection with 
this it must be remembered that the “‘ sporting 
chance ' of the Irish, as compared with the 
English, terms only allows the Irish ioeal 
authorities to eseape.the local contribution 
of ld. in the £1 valuation. Even an Irish local 
authority is not allowed to make a profit on 
housing schemes. The risk of the Irish terme 
to jocal authorities is that of unlimited liability. 
I think it will be found that the gvarantees 
against sweeping adjustments under the Eng- 
lish Act are at least as safe as under the Irish 
Act. 

This brings me to the consideration of the 
importance of obtaining the legal report on the 
possibilities of the adjustments referred to 
above. A circular letter dated June 6th, 1919, 
from the Local Government Board, England, 
to the loca] authorities throughout England and 
Wales contains the following :— 

At the final adjustment it will be open to the 
Local Gevernment Board to reduce the amount of 
the State contribution if there has been evidence 
of failure on the part of the local authority te 
exercise due cconomy in management or in securing 
the best rents obtainable. In the event of the 
local authority and the Local Government Board 
being unable to reach an agreement on any such 
question, the matter will be referred for final settie- 
ment to some independent tribunal. 

The final adjustment refererd to ie that of 
1927. Sections? of the English Housing Act, 
1919, referring to regulations made in connec- 
tion with the financial provision by the Local 
Government Board, England, states :— 

Every regulation so made shall be laid before 
both fiouscs of Parliament as soon as may be 
after it is made, and, if an address is presented by 


House has sat next after any such reguiation is 
laid before it, praying that the regulation may be 
annulled, His Majesty in Council may ,annul the 
reguiation, but without prejadice to. the validity of 
anything previously done thereunder, 

I cannot read jaw, and am, therefore, not 
offering an opinion on the legal aspect of the 
problem. I merely point out the importance of 
obtaining such an opinion.

POLICE PENSIONERS. 
EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES. 
Will you please give me space for a 
words in support of the claim of police 
pensioners for (1) a satisfactory bonus, and (2) 
an adequate increase in superannuation allow- 
ance, to compensate for its serious depreciation 
owing to the war? The time is at hand when 
the subject urgently demamda attention. Their 
pension is their all. Bome disappointment was 
felt when it became known that the effectives 
had been dealt with and the noneffectives 
passed over, These men heave been, to say the 
very least, through the fire, and were indi- 
vidually certifed ag having “served with dili- 
gence and fidelity.” The pension, when granted, 
was fair enough, if eupplemented by employ- 
ment or industry, but for the past five years it 
has lost two-thirds of its original value. The 
overwhelming cost of living, increased rents, 
rates, taxes, imcome tax, and postage are crush- 
ing. The latter is no ineconsiderable item in 
many families. Any little dividends are taxed 
almost out of existence, far beyond what is war- 
ranted by the total income, As stated by the 
Prime Minister, “ expenditure and rates went 
up owing to higher pay to meet: the cost of 
living.’ 

The pensioner’s pay went down to zero, and 
yet sce how the law specially provides for him. 
He must not take advantage of the Bankruptey 
Court, and so satisfy his ereditors with 2. in 
the £, or less; not is he even allowed to beg, 
as in the case of many a better man. He, of 
all others, must pay up. .Then why wrong 
him? By the way, London Metropolitan Police 
pensioners are paid quarterly in advance. Here 
they are paid the month after it becomes due, 
but on thie point there is no complaint. A 
register is kept at the London headquarters for 
pensioners eceking ¢mployment. Many like 
things might be done here if the powem that 
he could be interested: The case of the police 
pensioners ie now coming before Parliament, 
aml members assisting " Sé mey be assured 
that they are doing only justice to a deserving 
body of old public servants, whose numbers are 
comparatively few, and, alas! days relatively 
short. Let us hope that public economy in 
their regard. may not take precedence of public 
justice.—Yours, ete., "“ Ex-D.M.P."’
